TOWN  WARRANT  1973 

Town  of  Charlestown 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown^  in  the  County  of  Sullivan, 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Charlestown  Elementary  School 
Gymnasium  in  said  Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  sixth  day  of  March  next,  at 
10:00  in  the  forenoon  until  the  beginning  of  the  business  session  at  7 :00  P.M.  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  the  necessary  town  officers  for  their  respective  terms. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  notes  on  credit  of  the  Town  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
meet  current  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  sell 
real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  after  being  posted  one  (1)  month  in 
advance  of  the  sale. 

Article  4.  To  consider  the  budget.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  laying  out  and  repairing 
bridges,  street  lighting  and  for  the  necessary  charges  arising  within  the  Town. 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $100,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  constructing  a 
municipal  swimming  pool  and  bath-house,  including  equipment.  Such  sum  to  be 
reduced  50%  with  the  receipt  of  Federal  funds,  and  further  reduced  with  such 
monies  now  on  deposit  or  to  be  deposited  in  "The  Charlestown  Swimming  Pool 
Building  Fund". 

The  total  cost  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  not  exceeding 
$80,000.00  in  Serial  Bonds  under  and  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (Chapter  33  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated  1955  and  any  Amendments  thereto). 
The  total  amount  raised  by  taxes  shall  not  exceed  $30,000.00  plus 
interest,  and  be  repaid  in  (10)  ten  equal  annual  payments.  To 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and 
delivery  of  such  bonds  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of 
Charlestown,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 


Article  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  for  tlie  operation  of  a  new 
swimming  pool.  This  sum  to  be  added  to  the  Recreation  budget,  if  previous 
article  passes. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regards  to  the  Town 
Highway  Department  continuing  or  discontinuing  the  services  of  tarring 
driveways  and  hauling  gravel  for  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  authorize  the 
Charlestown  Selectmen  to  borrow  up  to  $50,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  installing 
a  new  water  main  to  the  Lovers  Lane  area,  to  be  contingent  upon  a  business  or 
businesses  locating  in  this  area.  Said  amount  to  be  paid  for  out  of  water 
department  revenue. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$20,000.00  and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  purchase  John  and  Georgia 
Ahern's  share  of  the  one  hundred  (100)  acre,  more  or  less,  Bowen  Pasture,  so 
called.  The  purpose  of  this  would  be  for  the  protection  of  the  Town's  water  shed 
and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  undef  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Article  10,  To  see  what  a'ction  the  Town  will  take  in  respect  to  the  electing 
of  the  Highway  Advisory  Board  by  regular  town  ballot  and  electing  two  (2) 
members  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regarding  the  election  of 
the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  regular  town  ballot,  and  electing 
three  (3)  members  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  12,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $2,000.00  for  a 
new  pickup  for  the  Highway  Department  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the 
amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  The  present 
pickup  to  be  traded  in  towards  the  new  one. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approrpirate  $7,500.00  for  a 
tractor  equipped  for  mowing  and  sidewalk  snow  removal  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972.  The  present  equipment  to  be  traded  in  towards  the  new  one. 

Article  14,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  an 
affidavit  that  the  Town  has  no  record  of  ever  having  title  to  land  abutting  land 
of  Leander  Patria  and  Lillian  Patria  on  the  Acworth  Road  at  the  intersection  of 
said  Road  with  the  Highway  leading  to  the  Merrill  Place,  which  land  had  been 
referred  to  in  Patria's  deed  as  being  the  Town  Gravel  Pit,  and  to  authorize  the 


Selectmen  to  take  such  other  action  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
appropriate,  including  the  execution  of  an  instrument  to  remove  any  cloud  on 
the  title  of  Leander  and  Lillian  Patria  existing  because  of  said  reference  to  a 
Town  Gravel  Pit. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  the  following  roads, 
as  described  below,  as  "Scenic"  under  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  253:17-18,  for 
the  purposes  of  protecting  and  enhancing  the  scenic  character  of  Charlestown, 
and  further,  that  the  Selectmen  of  said  Charlestown  shall,  regarding  such  roads 
designated  as  "scenic",  file  the  appropriate  request  for  suspension  of 
specifications  when  making  application  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  Highways,  for  Town  Road  Aid  (TRA)  funds  under  RSA  241:7  (1). 

a.  Meany  Road  -  road  from  the  top  of  Breakneck  Hill  to  Langdon  town 
line. 

b.  Stage  Road  -  road  from  Acworth  road  at  George  Holden's  to  the 
North  Hemlock  road  at  the  Little  Red  Schoolhouse. 

c.  Sam  Putnam  Road  -  road  from  the  South  Hemlock  road  at  Donovan 
Merrill's  residence  to  the  crossroads  at  the  Camp  Good  News  area. 

d.  Borough  Road  -  road  from  the  LaBerge  residence  (Bert  Wallace's)  to 
Bailey  Hill  at  the  Ted  Walker  residence. 

By  petition. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972,  $10,000.00  to  be  used  to  purchase  land  for  a  fire  and 
ambulance  station,  provide  construction  plans  and  perform  preliminary  site 
work;  the  remainder  of  the  money  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund  for 
construction  of  the  fire  and  ambulance  station;  final  plans  to  be  presented  to  the 
Town  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  17,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the 
regional  planning  commission,  now  organized  and  named  the  Upper  Valley 
Planning  and  Development  Council,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,100.00  as 
the  Town's  share  of  the  annual  operating  expenses  of  the  regional  planning 
commission  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  funds 
available  for  planning  purposes. 

Article  18,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the 
amounts  of: 

A.  $3,000.00  for  the  library 

B.  $5,000.00  for  the  police  department 

C.  $2,500,00  for  the  ambulance  service 

D.  $1 ,000.00  for  the  recreation  department 

E.  $2,100.00  for  the  town  hall  expenses 


from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  money  raised  by 
taxation. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the  following  debt  service  incurred  for 
"priority  expenditures"  since  January  1,  1972. 

1972  Payloader  Note  --  $4,400.00 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  not  to 
exceed  $64,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  designing  and  installing  sewers  in  the 
Crown  Point  Heights  area.  This  sum  to  be  repaid  from  sewer  department 
receipts.  To  authorize  the  selectmen  to  negotiate  with  engineering  firms  for  the 
purpose  of  designing  this  system  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  shall  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown, 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  not  to 
exceed  $160,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  sewage  disposal  system  to 
eliminate  the  raw  sewage  outfalls  in  the  Riverview  area,  and  to  upgrade  the 
existing  lagoon,  contingent  upon  receiving  both  State  and  Federal  aid.  To 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  negotiate  and  acquire  such  land,  easements,  and 
rights  of  way  as  are  required  and  to  negotiate  with  engineering  firms  for  the 
purpose  of  designing  this  system  to  apply  for  and  negotiate  and  do  all  things 
necessary  to  obtain  Federal,  State  or  other  assistance,  and  to  take  such  other 
actions  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown.  Said  monies 
to  be  repaid  from  sewer  department  income. 

Article  22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State-town  program. 
The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources 
Development  upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's  District 
Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The 
State  shares  equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal 
and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  further 
provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town 
wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  forest  Fire  Warden  controls  all 
outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing 
to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire 
permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be 
issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for 
commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely  useful 
tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous 
and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

The  customary  number  of  water  samples  were  drawn  from  Charlestown 
and  North  Charlestown,  sent  to  the  state  laboratories,  and  returned  with  no  sign 
of  contamination.  During  the  year  several  samples  of  water  were  drawn  directly 
from  the  wells  at  Charlestown  and  North  Charlestown.  The  reports  from  these 
samples  was  negative. 

This  department  was  requested,  at  various  times,  throughout  the  year  by 
the  N.  H.  Department  of  Welfare  to  check  potential  foster  homes  for  required 
health  conditions. 

The  town  swimming  pool  was  checked  weekly  while  in  operation  for  the 
condition  of  the  water.  Due  to  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  recreation 
department  in  keeping  the  pool  cleaned  and  drained  when  necessary,  there  was  a 
long  and  safe  summer  at  the  swimming  pool. 

The  town  dump  was  given  the  usual  rodent  extermination  program  in  the 
spring  and  the  population  was  reduced  for  the  summer  months.  This  is  only  a 
stop-gap  measure  and  will  remain  so  until  such  time  as  land-fill  or  some  similar 
type  operation  is  used. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  selectmen,  water  department,  and  those  residents 
I  have  had  to  come  in  contact  with  during  the  performance  of  my  duties,  for  the 
cooperation  I  received.

The  Charlestown  Volunteer  Ambulance  Service  made  92  calls  during  the 
1972  calendar  year  and  logged  2737  miles. 

New  equipment  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  enable  us  to  meet 
Federal  regulations. 

Necessary  repair  and  maintenance  work  was  done  on  the  ambulance  as 
needed  to  maintain  running  efficiency  and  a  high  level  of  safety  for  crews  and 
patients  during  transport.  -~, 

Many  hours  of  training  have  been  spent  this  year  by  ambulance  crews.  All 
members  have  completed  the  Basic  and  Advanced  Courses  in  Emergency  First 
Aid  given  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  Five  members  have  completed  the 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians  course  as  set  forth  by  the  National  Academy  of 
Orthopaedic  Surgeons.  This  course  consists  of  organized  academic  and  practical 
training  given  under  the  direction  of  experienced  instructors,  nurses,  and 
physicians.  This  training  was  carried  out  in  cooperation  with  the  Springfield 
Hospital,  Springfield,  Vermont,  and  the  Department  of  Health,  Division  of 
Medical  Care  Programs,  States  of  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire. 

This  Training  was  made  possible  due  to  the  efforts  of  Lt.  Ernest 
Lamphere,  Medical  Officer,  Springfield  Fire  Department,  Springfield,  Vermont. 
At  this  point,  the  grateful  members  of  the  Charlestown  Volunteer  Ambulance 
Service  would  like  to  express  their  thanks  to  Lt.  Lamphere. 

In  conjunction  with  the  above  mentioned  training,  the  service  is  included 
in  this  year's  budget  funds  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  communications 
system.  This  system  will  enable  the  ambulance  to  establish  and  maintain  contact 
with  the  local  hospitals.  The  Hanover  Medical  Faculty,  Physicians  in  their  offices 
or  homes,  and  other  ambulances  which  may  be  responding  to  the  same  medical 
emergency.  In  the  near  future  this  piece  of  equipment  will  be  a  federal 
requirement  for  licensing. 

The  ambulance  service  would  like  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the  merchants 
and  individuals  who  have  made  many  generous  contributions  to  the  service 
throughout  the  1972  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  Highway  Department  worked  on  drainage  on 
Crown  Point  Heights.  We  installed  two  (2)  catch  basins  and  three  (3)  culverts 
and  put  in  six  hundred  (600)  feet  of  side  drains.  We  dug  out  fifty  (50  feet)  of 
clay  and  replaced  with  gravel.  New  guard  rails  were  installed  and  the  Hill  was 
resurfaced. 

Bailey  Hill  in  North  Charlestown  was  widened,  gravelled  and  oiled  for  a 
distance  of  eleven  hundred  (1 100)  feet. 

Three  (3)  culverts  were  installed  in  Hacketts  Swamp  Road  and  a  portion  of 
the  road  was  widened  and  gravelled. 

The  Meaney  Road  had  three  (3)  culverts  installed  and  road  was  widened 
on  the  hill  and  gravelled. 

The  Hemlock  Road  was  oiled  for  a  distance  of  five  (5)  miles. 

Whiskey  Road  was  gravelled  and  oiled  to  complete  the  TRA  work. 

The  usual  work  was  done  as  well,  repairing,  patching  and  cleaning  ditches 
and  culverts.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  recreation  committee  continues  to  be  supported  with  many  hours  of 
volunteer  labor  that  would  be  staggering  if  it  had  to  be  paid  for.  It  is  nice  to  have 
this  happen  and  we  hope  it  riever  ceases. 

The  Charlestown  Jr.  Baseball  League  which  involves  boys  from  Midget, 
Little  League,  and  Babe  Ruth  ballplayers  received  its  continued  support  from 
the  Recreation  Committee  in  both  equipment  and  insurance.  This  is  one  of  the 
best  organized  recreation  programs  in  Charlestown  with  many  adults  giving 
countless  hours  of  their  time  to  help  the  young  ballplayers. 

The  swimming  pool  was  open  a  full  10  weeks  this  past  summer  but  not 
without  continued  pressure  from  the  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission.  It  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  operate  this  pool  with  state 
regulations  being  strictly  enforced.  We  are  afraid  that  this  pool  has  just  about 
run  its  course  and  must  be  replaced  or  closed  down. 

Lloyd  Greenburg  and  Patty  Bailey  should  be  commended  for  doing  a  fine 
job  as  lifeguards  under  conditions  far  from  desirable.

Controlled  Development  and  wise  land  use  is  conservation.  Watershed 
areas  have  to  be  protected  for  water  supply,  not  only  for  good  water  but  for  fire 
protection.  The  water  use  in  Charlestown  has  increased  greatly  in  the  last  few 
years. 

The  town  has  many  pressing  problems. 

Water  Systems: 

A.  Purchase  land  in  Watershed  area. 

B.  Clearning  Hall  Pond  for  greater  storage. 
Town  Dump: 

A.  Regional 

B.  Local  Landfill 
Highways: 

A.  Scenic  i-oads 

B.  Add  the  Old  Claremont  Road  on  this  system 

Sewerage : 

A.  Start  the  Cheshire  Bridge  Area  System 

B.  Add  the  Old  Claremont  Road  on  this  system. 

The  Commission  has  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  designate  four 
town  roads  as  Scenic  roads.  Basically  this  means  that  these  roads  will  not  have 
trees  cut  or  stonewalls  removed  without  a  public  hearing.  They  will  be  kept  in  a 
scenic  state.  They  can  be  removed  from  Scenic  Road  classification  by  town  vote 
if  development  demands  it.  The  four  roads  are: 

A.  The  Borrough  road  from  top  of  Bailey's  Hill,  No.  Charlestown  to  the 
North  Hemlock  Road  by  Don  Laberge's. 

B.  Stage  Road  -  From  Red  School  House  to  George  Holden's. 
C        Old  Putnam    Road  -  Donovan  Merrill's  to  Boys  Camp. 

D.       Meany  Road  from  top  of  Breakneck  Hill  to  Langdon  Line.

Upon  recommendations  or  re- 
quest of  the  planning  board,  conservation  commission,  historical  com- 
mission of  any  town,  or  upon  the  petition  of  any  ten  voters  of  such  town, 
the  voters  thereof  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting,  may  designate  any 
roads  in  said  town,  other  than  class  I  or  class  II  highways,  as  scenic  roads.

253: 18     Effect  of  Designation  as  Scenic  Roads. 

I.  Restrictions  on  Work.  Upon  a  road  being  designated  as  a  scenic 
road  as  provided  in  RSA  253 :  17,  any  repair,  maintenance,  reconstruction, 
or  paving  work  done  with  respect  thereto  shall  not  involve  or  include  the 
cutting  or  removal  of  trees,  or  the  tearing  down  or  destruction  of  stone 
walls,  or  portions  thereof,  except  with  the  prior  written  consent  of  the 
planning  board,  or  if  there  be  no  planning  board,  the  selectmen  of  any  town, 
after  a  public  hearing  duly  advertised  as  to  time,  date,  place  and  purpose, 
two  times  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  area,  the  last  pub- 
lication to  occur  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  such  hearing. 

II.  Town  Road  Aid.  Designation  of  a  road  as  scenic  shall  not  affect 
the  eligibility  of  the  town  to  receive  construction  or  reconstruction  aid  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  RSA  241  for  such  road.  Any  application  by  the 
selectmen  of  a  town  for  such  aid  for  a  scenic  road  shall  include  a  request 
to  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and  highways  to  suspend  operation  of 
specifications  as  provided  in  RSA  241 :  7, 1.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  had  hoped  to  offer  a  zoning  ordinance  proposal  to  the 
voters  of  Charlestown  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1971,  but  tinne  did  not  permit 
its  preparation  and  presentation.  After  many  meetings  and  a  tremendous  effort 
by  the  Planning  Board,  the  zoning  proposal  was  ready  for  the  1973  Annual 
Meeting.  It  was  presented  and  defeated.  Many  voters  did  not  vote  upon  the 
question.  The  location  of  the  question  on  the  ballot  was  such  that  it  may  have 
been  overlooked. 

The  Planning  Board  felt  that  the  proposal,  with  improvements,  should  be 
offered  again  to  the  voters  of  Charlestown  at  the  time  of  the  national  elections 
in  November.  The  Board  knew  the  voter  turn  out  would  be  large,  that  this  was 
the  wish  of  many  of  the  townspeople  and  that  the  benefits  of  zoning,  in  the 
implementation  of  planning,  were  better  understood  than  previously.  The 
question  on  the  ballot  was  prominent  and  clear  and  voter  turn  out  was  large; 
however,  the  proposal  was  defeated.  A  simple  majority  vote  was  required  for 
passage.  The  vote  was  630  yes;  72  no. 

Subdivision  regulation  is  another  implement  of  planning  that  promotes 
orderly  growth  of  communities.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  voters  of 
Charlestown  authorized  the  Planning  Board  to  write  and  adopt  subdivision 
regulations  for  Charlestown.  This  adoption  of  subdivision  regulations  in  New 
Hampshire  requires  a  duly  notified  public  hearing  and  subsequent  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Planning  Board  members  present  and  voting.  This 
adoption  of  subdivision  regulations  is  much  less  cumbersome  than  the  procedure 
of  adopting  zoning  ordinances.  To  equip  Charlestown  with  this  regulatory 
document,  the  most  difficult  task  is  drafting  the  regulations.  This  adoption  is 
relatively  easy.  The  subdivision  developments  of  today  are  the  communities  of 
tomorrow.  Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Planning  Board  complete  the  tasks 
of  writing  and  adopting  the  subdivision  regulations  as  soon  as  possible.  For  this 
reason  the  board  must  make  every  effort  to  not  unnecessarily  divert  any  of  its 
resource  from  the  accomplishment  of  these  tasks.  Only  preliminary  work  has 
been  done,  but  it  is  the  hope  of  the  board  to  have  the  subdivision  regulations 
prepared  by  the  end  of  April, 

The  Board  continues  to  accumulate  data  necessary  to  planning  for  orderly 
growth  of  Charlestown.  The  Board  hopes  to  initiate  work  to  be  carried  on 
parallel  to  that  of  preparation  of  the  subdivision  regulations  with  people  who 
have  offered  to  assist  the  Planning  Board  in  compiling  and  collating  the 
information  necessary  for  planning  decisions  of  the  future. 

The  hope  of  the  Board  is  that  these  goals  and  the  disposition  of  routine 
matters  may  be  achieved  in  the  ensuing  year.

The  DLSRA  has  been  in  continuous  operation  for  thirty-six  years.  The 
main  effort  of  the  Association  has  been  directed  toward  promoting  the  Region 
as  a  tourist  and  recreational  area.  Autumn  Ablaze,  Covered  Bridges,  Optimum 
Climate,  Where  to  Stay  and  Play  and  Happy  Retirement  folders  and  a  large  Base 
Map  were  issued.  Our  Region  was  featured  in  several  State  publications,  A  total 
of  665,000  pieces  of  promotional  material  carried  the  message  of  our  Region, 
The  DLSRA  has  worked  with  others  to  establish  Lebanon  College,  Lebanon 
Airport,  Sunapee  State  Park  and  Beach,  Pillsbury  State  Park  and  Old  Fort  No.  4, 
Members  of  the  Association  worked  hard  to  have  the  Vo-Tech  School  located  in 
Claremont.  Keene  wanted  it. 

Past  promotional  activities  have  been  successful.  Most  towns  are  faced 
with  problems  of  increasing  populations.  Town  officials  are  facing  some  of  these 
new  problems  with  no  local  precedents  to  help  with  the  answers.  A  real  need  for 
the  future  is  large  amounts  of  help  from  Local,  State  and  Federal  officials 
concerned  with  the  planning  function.  Promotion  and  development  should 
continue  but  must  be  designed  to  attract  people  who  will  be  good  for  ourarea 
and  town. 

Charlestown  is  being  urged  to  join  the  Upper  Valley  Planning  and 
Development  Council,  This  is  strictly  a  planning  group  and  if  funded  and  staffed 
is  to  give  member  towns  technical  help  projects  such  as;  planning  studies, 
subdivision  and  zoning  regulations  and  pollution,  sewer  and  water  problems. 

The  Directors  and  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Dartmouth  Lake  Sunapee 
Region  Association  can  see  no  conflict  of  interests  or  duplication  of  effort  with 
the  proposed  Council,
